The 
burden of this releaiw nnisl of necessity 
fall upon thi> homo maker, but no wo- 
man who has a proper attitude toward 
her country should use the trained 
nurse except in real emergency. To 
keep a trained norso caring for a well 
bahy. or a luxury dovuy semi- invalid, is 
depriving the soldier a< the front from 
what is his just duo." 

This is the statement of Mis* Eliza- 
beth Ross, Director of the Bureau of 
Nursing. New England Division of the 
Rod Cross. This part of the countrf is 
called upon to supply 2,500 trained 
nurses at once for service in Franco 
and in the camps in America- Applica- 
tion should be made by letter or in per- 
son to the Bureau of Nursing, Division 
eadqnarterss 755 Boylston street, Bas- 
ton. 

"Nurses should no longer be allowed 
to ser\e as a luxury to people who can 
rare for themselves." says Miss Ross. 
"The public must give them up to war 
service iust as they give up other lux- 
uries. Nurses with general training 
are needed at once at home and abrongl. 
The pay at present is $600 a month tor 
work abroad and $50 at home.. There 
is every reason to believe that each 
class will soon be increased by $15 a 
month. In addition, tshore is the prob- 
ability of official commissions from the 
War Department. If they can speak 
French or Italian, so .much the better. 
They will be assigned to special work. 

"There are in the United States 90, 
OOO graduate nurses. Of these 16,600 
are enrolled in the Red Cross. New 
England ranks fourth among the Divis- 
ions in its ability to supply nurses. 
This part of the countrf has many lnrge 
hospitals and has always led in hos- 
pital work. Nurses arc needed abroad, 
especially for reconstruction work in 
France. Belgium, Itnlv and Serbia. At 
home the southern tamps now need 
more than those in the north. I hope 
for a ready response to the national 
call in New England. It is a high form 
of patriotic duty; second only to the 
work of the boys of the army and navy 
now at the front.

If you ire a. citizen or resident of 
the Unitjtj states and your net In- 
come fori 1917 equaled or exceeded 
$2,000 If 1 you are married and live 
with yoir wife (or husband), or 
$1,000 If lou are not married or do not 
live wltH your wife (or husband) 
you must make a Federal income tax 
return ol or before March 1, 1918. 

If youj net Income plus the net in- 
come oil your wife (or husband) and 
dppendeht children (If any) amount- 
ed to $3*00 or more, all such Income 
must be reported, either on one form 
or on separate forms. Income of wife 
(or husband) and children should bo 
classified In the same manner as 
your own income. 

Income of dependent children must 
be Included In their father's or moth- 
er's return unless such income was 
derived from a separate estate under 
control of. a guardian, trustee, or 
other fiduciary. Income of a minor 
or incompetent, derived from a sep- 
arate estate, must be reported by his 
legal representative. 

Personal Exemption. 
If you are married and live with 
your wife (or husband) or are head 
of a family, ybu are entitled to a per- 
sonal exemption of $2,000 plus $20fl 
for each dependent child under 18 
(or mentally or physicaUy Incapaci- 
tated for self-support). If husband 
and wife make separate returns, this , 
exemption may be claimed by elthet 
(but not by both) 'or may be divided 
between them. 

If yon* are not married or do not 
live with wife (or husband) or are 
not head of a family, you are en- 
titled to a personal exemption ol 
J1.000 only. 

A "head of family" is a person who. 
In accordance with some moral or le- 
gal obligation, actually supports and 
maintains one or more individuals 
closely related to him or her by blood, 
marriage, or adoption.

The Mod Valuable Book. 
The Medico Laurentian museum of 
Florence, Italy, has In its possession 
what is said to be the most valuable 
book In the world. This book is called 
the "Coder Amlatlnus" and is pro- 
nounced by some scholars to be per- 
haps the oldest and by all odds the 
best ancient Latin manuscript of the 
Bible. The work Is believed to have 
been copied from the translation by St.

Driven Into Slavery by Ger- 
man Authorities. 



MAKE STARTLING DISCLOSURE 



Hollander Tells How Deported Bel- 
glans and French Prisoners of 
War Are Compelled to Work 
In Munitions Factory 
In Essen. 

By W. J. L. KIEHL. 

(Correspondent of the Chicago News.) 

The Hague, Holland. — A Netherland- 
er who until four days ago was em- 
ployed at Krupp's munition works In 
Essen, Germany, makes the startling 
disclosure that some 4,000 Hollanders 
are working at Essen In the munition 
and war material factories. Most of 
these men get there through the machi- 
nations of what this "escaped" Hol- 
lander calls "Seelenerknufer"— Cohen 
Ossendegner of Rotterdam, who 
seem to act as agents far supplying 
Germany with greatly needed labor. 
Eighty or ninety men a day generally I 
find their way across the border by 
means of their agents, lured by the 
prospect of very high wages and good 
food. What they find In reality and 
how next to impossible it is made for 
them to return to their own country 
Is thus told in the Hollander's words: 
No Return Pass Given. 
"When this firm of agents secured 
my services they did not mention war 
work," he said. "I was given to under- 
stand that field labor and trade work 
was required. Also I was promised 
that I could roturn any Saturday to 
Holland to stay through Sunday. The 
promised wages were high and food 
was said to be plentiful. I accepted, 
my pass was ready In a few moments, 
but I did not know that the signatures 
and vises required for my return to. 
Holland had been omitted, as they al- 
ways are in the passes given by these 
agents, no doubt because they know 
perfectly well that after a week in 
Germany no single Hollander would 
over think of returning there after his 
week-end In Holland. 

"Soon after my entrance upon Ger- 
man soil at Elten, where I found sev- 
eral compatriots like myself, we were 
met by an agent from an 'arbelts bu- 
reau,' who secured our services for 
phellmaking at Krupp's by telling us 
that food was good there and wages 
very high. He said that In other 
branches of labor food was but indif- 
ferent and the wages nothing like 
Krupp's, so we men went to Essen. 
How good the food was there you can

"Deported Belgians .and French pris- 
oners of war also work at Krupp's. 
Discipline Is strictly enforced, and any 
utterances of anti-German views are 
at once punished. 

"I got the impression thst Germany 
flung itself like mad Into munition 
work as its last card. But raw ma- 
terial Is getting scarce, especially cop- 
per. In Essen all copper faucets and 
the Hke had already been replaced by 
Iron and tin. The general idea in Ger- 
many is that the war can be prolonged 
at the utmost for another half year, so 
they are employing their last forces 
for a supreme effort. 

"Every evening at Krupp's alarms is 
made — 'Flleger Gemeldet' [airplanes 
reported]. All lights are then extin- 
guished. This Is done so that we

U-Boat Victims Lick Boats for 
Moisture and Seek Death 
in Sea. 



TELLS TALES OF PLUCKY DEEDS 



Heroic Acts of Officers and Men Be- 
longing to All Branches of Sea 
Services, Naval and 
Mercantile. 

London. — Much has been written 
about the hardships endured by the 
crews of vessels sunk by German sub- 
marines. Here are some particulars 
dealing with the plucky deeds per- 
formed by officers and men belonging 
to all branches of the sea services, 
naval and mercantile. 

The firsfr case Is that of a passenger 
steamer which had been torpedoed on 
a Monday, without warning, as usuni, 
La the Atlantic, 320 miles from land. 
The chief officer took charge of No. 
2 lifeboat, which hnd on board 31 per- 
sons, Including two women and a baby 
four months old. 

Bad weather prevailed all that day 
and throughout the night, increnslng 
the plight of the miserable people. Pro- 
visions, too, were scarce, but what ex- 
isted was taken charge of by the chief 



officer, who doled out half a dipper 
(half-pint) of water to each person 
night and morning. 

They had been barely twenty-four 
hours In the boat when the horrors of 
the situation were added to by mad- 
ness. On the Tuesday the cook lost 
his reason, and on the Wednesday he 
died. Thut night witnessed the insan- 
ity of the storekeeper, who had to be 
lashed down. On Thursday he too 
died. On Friday an A. B. expired. 
Water Begins to Get Low. 

The water was now beginning to 
give out and the boat's company suf- 
fered from Intense thirst. 

A fireman was found dead in the 
bottom of the boat on Saturday morn- 
ing, and the third-class pautry boy 
died during the day. 
* On Sunday the cattleman tried to 
Jump overboard three times, and suc- 
ceeded at the fourth attempt. The sur- 
vivors iwere In too feeble a state to 
save him. although they turned the 
boat round and searched for him. The 
water gave out on Sunday. 

There were occasional showers of 
rain, but everything was saturated 
with salt, and the little water they K ot 
was undrlnkable. They licked the 
woodwork, hoping to gather up the 
raindrops 

Then they broke up the water keg, 
and licked the Inside, which they found 
saturated with moisture, and delicious. 
At 3 p. m. on Monday land was sighted!

Start ' tomato aod cabb*g«W plants |~ 
clther in the house In boxes or in the 
hotbed and have large plants for early 
use when the open garden season is 
ready. Give these young plants plenty 
of sun and air to make them thrifty 
and hardy. 

It Is .a good plan to set the seed 
boxes outside during the day for sev- 
eral days that the young plants may 
become accustomed to the open atmos- 
phere. 

Where yonug plants are grown In 
the hotbed the sash should be entirely 
removed during the day for several 
days before transplanting, or the plants 
should be set In a cold frame for hard- 
ening.

Impcrtsnce of Bank Holidays. 



Important to know whether the bank 
la that particular city will be open 
that day. Does any one around tho 
place know whether January 5 Is a 
bank holiday in Peking or Athens or 
Cape Town? Usually no one does. 
Ic's hard enough to keep tabs on the 
54 holidays rampant In these United 
States, it therefore becomes neces- 
sary to send an expensive cablegram 
to get the Information. This sort of 
thing happens not once, but many 
times. In every banking house with 
an extensive foreign business. 

Among the holidays established by 
custom the occasion Is generally the 
anniversary of an Important political 
went or the birthday of a national 
hero. Such holidays are therefore Io 



ocratie countries, while the older ones 
confine themselves largely to the 
church fasts and festivals. 

Where Holidays Are Thlckert. 

Contrary to the popular notion, the 
new democracies of the west enjoy a 
greater number of holidays than their 
sister nations of the eastern hemi- 
sphere. Of the 97 nations or depend- 
encies listed Brazil leads, with 84 
holidays. The United States, with 
54. Is a close second, although she 
unlike Brazil, practically Ignores the 
church days. Another popular delu- 
sion Is shattered when we find that 
France has only 18 formally observed 
days and Italy only 23. We bad sup- 
posed the Latins always outdid as in 
this particular. Among the other bel- 
ligerents Germany, it Is presumed, 
will observe 20 days next year, Great 
Britain 16, Japan 15 and Russia 17. 
In most of these countries numerous 
local holidays ordinarily observed 
have been abandoned during the war. 

The study of holidays is fascinat 
Ing to the historian. Those of our 
own country offer a particularly rich 
field. If one knew the meaning of all 
the half a hundred days celebrated l n 
the United States, with the collateral 
events connected with each, he would 
be well versed In the nation's history. 
One of the first surprises ln store 
for such a student Is to learn that the 
United States has no national boll- 
day. The reader will at once think 
of Fourth of July and of the Presl- 
dent's Thanksgiving proclamation. 
But not even these are national. Acts 
of Congress and Presidents' pro- 
nouncements ln this respect apply 
only to tho District of Columbia and 
the territories. The states usually 
follow suit, but as a matter of cus- 
tom only and not of law. Here Is a 
chance to win some bets from your 
friends. 

America's Red Letter Days. 
American local holidays are rich In 
historical significance. Of such aro 
tho commemorations of Bunker Hill 
and Bennington and New Orloans and 
San Jacinto; tho ail but forgotten 
Fast Day of New England, still sur- 
viving ln New Hampshire; Patriots' 
Day in Maine and Old Defender's Day 
In Baltimore, Ploneor Day in Idaho 
and tho vnrious Admission Days pop- 
ular with other Western states, Con- 
federate Memorial Day ln tho South, 
together with the birthdays of Lee 
and other heroes of the Confederacy. 

Two states have Independence Days 
of their own. Texas oDsorves her sep 
aratlon from Mexico on March 2 
North Carolina commemorates tho 
Ilnlifiix Indepondonco resolutions op 
April 12 and tho Mocklenburg decla- 
ration on Mny 20.

exhaustive study of these New Year 
celebrations would give one a pretty 
fair knowledge of the ancient history 
of the world. Curiously enough, one 
of our own states, Massachusetts, does 
not make this a legal holiday, though 
her citizens generally observe It 
Where Chlatmas Is Not Observed. 
Christmas Day, due to Its religious 
significance, is not so generally ob- 
served as New Year's Day. It haa, 
moreover, only three different dates. 
It was not generally observed on De- 
cember 25 until the fourth century. 
The early church, lacking any au- 
thentic knowledge as to the date of 
Christ's birth, celebrated It without 
uniformity in May, April and Janu- 
ary. The Armenian Church still ob- 
serves January 8. Why the Decem- 
ber aate was finally selected is uncer- 
tain. Some see ln it a displacement 
of the Roman Saturnalia; others de- 
clare it a survival of the Feast of the 
Winter Solstice, and still others point 
to Its coincidence with the old Ger- 
man Yuletlde Feast Countries where 
the old style calendar prevails still 
celebrate January 7. 

In the Puritan days Scotch Presby- 
terians and English Non-Conformists 
rejected Christmas Day altogether as 
"savoring of papistry," and in New 
England Thanksgiving Day was de- 
vised to replace it It seems a curi- 
ous thing that there are today Christ- 
ian countries where it Is not ob- 
served legally. Such are Norway, 
Panama, Peru, Portugal and the 
South African Union. 

The last named, however, still ob- 
serves the old English institution of, 
Boxing Day on December 26. This | 
jvas the day when the English gentry, 
having had their own Christmas cele- 
bration the day before, turned their 
attention to the poor by presenting 
them with Christmas boxes. The day 
Jater beenmo the day for general giv- 
lI »g of Christmas gifts. 

Portugal Drops Traditions. 
The only country on earth a study

The veil, long loved of women, some* 
times undergoes a short period of re- 
tirement, but is never wholly fprgot- 
ten or neglected. Except for small 
face veils and much abbreviated mo- 
tor veils, the season just passing has 
not occupied Itself with this particu- 
lar prerogative of womankind.

CEREAL CROP 



One of the Best Ever Harvested. 

The cereal crop of Western Canada 
for 1917 was the most valuable on« 
•Tar harvested; the returns from all 
classes of live stock have been equally 
satisfactory. The wool clip was not 
only greater than In any previous year, 
but the price obtained was double that 
of 1916, which In turn was almost 
double that of the year before. 

As was the case In 1915 and 1916, 
many farmers were able to pay for 
their land outright with the proceed! 
of their first year's crop. Further evi- 
dence of the prosperity of Western 
Canada Is shown by the fact that on* 
in every twenty of the population la 
now the owner of an automobile. If, 
the farming community alone Is taken, 
it will be found that the proportion of 
automobile owners Is still greater. The 
bank clearings of the leading cities of 
Western Canada were consistently 
higher than they were In the corre- 
sponding periods of 1916, and then they 
were higher than the year preceding. 
In Winnipeg $500,000,000 more waa 
cleared In the 11 months ending No- 
vember 80 than In the same months a 
year ago. 

The entry of the United States into 
the war has strengthened the bonds 
between that country and Canada. We 
are now working together for the 
same ends. Those who are not fighting 
are promoting a greater production of 
foodstuffs. In this connection Western 
Canada offers a wonderful opportu- 
nity. Not only can larger quantities 
of staple foodstuffs be produced, but 
the cost of production is lower and the 
remuneration greater than where land 
Is more expensive. Notwithstanding 
the fact that the price of farm prod- 
ucts has doubled during the past three 
years, there are millions of acres of 
arable land In Western Cnnada which 
can still be bought at a low price. 

Western Canada has an enormous 
acreage prepared for seeding to wheat 
In 191& It is larger than in 1917, and 
will probably surpass the record area 
put into crop In the year 1915, when 
the largest crop ever known in the 
West was harvested. The year 1918 
should also see a further Increase In 
live stock activity. 

Farmers have been Investing consid- 
erable sums In cattle; the high prices 
secured for wool and mutton have 
opened the eyes of Western farmers to 
the possibilities of sheep, and such was 
the demand for breeding animals last 
fall that it was Impossible to meet It 
adequately; the campaign for greater 
hog production is expected to yield on 
Increase of between 25 and 50 per cent i 

RHais. 

Those who are contemplating coming 
to Western Canada cannot do better 
than come early In the spring when 
they can put In a crop and harvest It 
In the fall. In this way they will be 
able to achieve something that will 
not only be of great benefit to them- 
selves, but also to the great cause ^or 
which the Allies, Including the United 
States, are now fighting.

5,000 MAKE OVER GARMENTS 



French Redeem 60,000 Pairs of 
Trench Boots and 50,000 Pieces of 
Outer Clothing Monthly — Ger- 
man War Prisoners Work. i 

Le Mnns. Department of the Sarthe. 
France. — On an average eight trains 
a day are bringing to Le Mans the 
wastage nt the battle front, consisting 
of thousands of tons of damaged war 
material and soldiers' ruined equip- 
ment. There have been as many as 
17 trains a day heavily loaded with 
this material picked up on battlefields 
and around camps. Le Mans would be 
the paradise of ragmen and dealers In 
second-hand goods were It not for 
the fuel -flint the French army Is find- 
ing its own use for such of the mate- 
rial us It Is ubie to recuperate or re- 
pair. 

Establishments located here by the 
quartermaster's department recuper- 
ates monthly 00,000 outer garments, 
123.000 undergarments, 3.500 pairs of 
shoes, 00,000 pairs of trench hoots, 25.- 
000 steel helmets. 270,000 sheepskin 
capes and 120,000 pieces of equipment 

These articles are made ready for 
use again by disinfection, renovation 
and repairs. There are in addition, 
made each month from pieces of cloth- 
ing that are not repaired. 100.000 
pairs of slippers. 120,000 cases for sol- 
diers' canteens. 50.000 forage caps, 
TO.OOO shoe laces, 20,000 cloth cases 
for bread ioitves, and 10.000 wnsh- 
rags. 

5,000 In Repair Shops. 

The recuperation und repair of worn 
and damaged articles began in the 
spring of 1016 In vast warehouses and 
repair shops In which 5,000 persons, 
including 2,000 refugees, mostly wom- 
en, are employed. 

Here and ut Leu Marlins, northwest 
of Orleons, among the quuys from 
which the mobilized men of the fifth 
military region went off to war In 
August, 1914, Oeriuun prisoners of 
war now line up in front of Incoming 
freight train* and unload quantities 
of great sacks that look like the prod- 
uct of a gigantic ragman's shop. 

The Indescribable mass Invokes the 
confusion as well as the tragedy of 
the battlefield. There are pierced and 
dented helmets, worn and stained 
pieces of uniform, forage caps, great- 
coats, leggings, army shoes and trench 
boots, some of them pierced by bullets, 
some torn by shrapnel and others 
shredded by violent contuct with 
barbed wire.

Its iihph aro so varied mid ho vital. 
Indeed, that oil constitute* another «if 
those commodltloM without which tho 
wur could not li« won. 

In 1015, for which figure* uuvc been 
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of mud of varying thicknesses and 
not Infrequently a garment .presents 
a stain of an Indefinable color, always 
easily recognized but got rid of with 
difficulty. These garments receive 
special treatment. They are first 
thrown Into a receptacle which they 
go through a long and thorough cleans- 
ing before being treated as other gar- 
ments. 

Leather, Metal and Cloth. 
The first operation on the arrival of 
a train Is the sorting of the load Into 
three plies, leather, metal and cloth. 
The cloth nnd canvas go at once into 
Immense disinfecting tanks that are 
In operation night and day, and from 
there to the laundry. Then they go to 
another warehouse, where they are 
separated Into repairable and unre- 
pairable; here there is u great deal of 
ripping to sepnrnte trimmings from 
garments and to divide the gurments 
themselves Into pieces of as nearly uni- 
form size as possible to facilitate their 
transformation Into comfortable slip- 
pers. 

The sheep skins are purified by a 
sulphur application In the abandoned 
vault of an old cemetery near by. 
where 6,000 of them are treated each 
day, after which they are made plia- 
ble and ready for wenr again by a beat- 
Irig machine. Some of them are able 
to take another turn at the front, but 
the most of them, aiong with pieces of 
uniform, are distributed among the as- 
sembling stations at the rear for the 
equipment 'of auxiliaries and among 
the hospitals for the clothing of con- 
valescents. 

Rags are sold here at the rate of 
a hundred bales per day, weighing In 
the aggregate about 12 tons. This rep; 
resents the wear and wastage of cloth- 
ing received at Le Mans alone; an 
equal quantity Is received at Les Mur- 
11ns. 

Kettles, braziers, iauterns, drums, 
musical instruments nnd all kinds of 
tools also pass through here on their 
way to Rennes to be dealt with by spe- 
cial establishments where the per- 
centage of recuperation Is said to be 
very slight.
